THE BRITISH ‘DEAL.’ 

There have been one or two allusions 
made by our southorn eontomporarics of 
Tate,—based apparently upon somo Euro- 

ean assertiona, to a private ‘deal’ being 
effected hy England with China; while in 
some quarters Prince Henry of Prassia has 
been credited with having avowed his object 
to he the outwitting of some British schemo 
in these waters. A little probing bencath 
(tho surface reveals the fact, however, 
that this wonderful ‘private dea al’ of 
England’s ‘is nothing more mysterious 
than a demand for .an cxtra concession at 
Hongkong. We presuine it ia scarcely 
necessary to romind our readers that.this 
“deal' has been in hand for nearly two 
years now, and if any additional pressure 
is ‘boing brought ti bear at the presont 
juncture it is im ly because China has pro- 
craatinated over the trifle longenough. Tho 
additions! territory demanded is tho strip of 
euaialand opposite the Colony, which the al- 

cd condition of thingsin the Far Eaat ren- 
damt desirablo shall bein our handa. The 
desirability might have been, and should 
hays. been recognized and enforced upon 
Chins Jong ago, and tho. fact that no 
demand has been made until necessity made 
it imperative, should carry weight with the 
Tsungli Yamén. and fncilitnte _ mattors. 
But these-considerations, do, not unfortun- 


ately ever carry weight in Peking, and }__. 


wo presume they never will, The only 
arguments which appear to tell with ir- 
resistiblo force are those which pre driven 
home with mechanical force from the can- 
non's mouth, and China may have this 
Kind of porsyanion to deal with era 
long.

Yarrow has visited and inspected several of 
the largest iren and stee] working plants in 
this country and has beon greatly impressed 
by the American methods of the works and 
their results. Sdhe time ago he wrota to 
the London Times that if the atriking engi- 
neers in England would select a com- 
mittce of ‘three or four men to visib 
America, inspect the plants bere and 
mako a report tu the strikers, he would 
gladly doftay tho expenses of their trip, 

‘American iron’ and steel workors,’ he 
said to-day, ‘aro better paid than the 
English, but they do for more thin pro- 
purtionately better work, Tt scems to bo 
the rule for each man to do as much 
as.-ho can, while at homo every*one is 
afraid of injuring his fellow-workman, and 
does no more than he has to. Ono 
noticealile thing in connection with this is 
the tending of automatic machines, I havo 
reen one man in charge of several machines 
here, while at home’ it is against the rules 
of the union for 4 man to tend more than 
‘one. Consequently he is idlo a consider- 
oble part of the time. : 

‘The lowered pricos of raw material in 
this country have ‘puf the American ongi- | 
neers into direct competition with their 
English contemporaries, and T believe this 
competition will continua and grow keener. 
Materials,’etc., for the Central Railway in 
London are heing supplied by. Americans, 
who aro also shipping steol billets, to Eng- 
land, boiler plates to Hofland and” deck 
beams to Belgium. Those aro all contros 
of various industries, using those materials; 
and England formerly supplicd them, 

‘I foresee that America will soon: take 
first place in the world unless England be- 
stirs herself and shakes off the attitude of 
indifferenca assumed thirty years ago,-when 
sho-'wos at the head in engineering in- 
dustries,’ :
